In Viennn's {fashionable streets 
of modern shops the upper storeys 
with their mediacval windows, In 
the style of the 17th and 18th cen 
turies, still revenl the respective 
taste of aristocratic families. 


The palace of the Counts of 
Esterhazy is now the home of an 
English tailoring firm. The Bar- 
tolotti palace, with its charming 
madonna statue in a niche in the 
wall, houses a well-known = dreés 
establishment; likewise nlso_ the 
palaces of the Gounts Cavriani, 
Sina, Walterskirchen and Erdoedy.

On the famous Josef Square, 
celebrated for the perfect sym- 
metry of its ground plan, Marquis 
Pallavicini’s palace, crowned by an 
enormous doublé eagle, now houses 
n lurge number of firms.

It is indicative of the steady 
and remarkable progress made in 
the realm of wireless broadcast- 
ing that scarcely an occasion of 
British national importance oc- 
curs nowadays that is not flashed 
to the uttermost parts of the 
Empire.

DANGER TO PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The continuance of separation of 
charch and state is now threatened: 
ix the United States in one ef its 
most important’ fields. Use of 
public school money to promote 
sectarinn education is demanded. 
Once granted, it would encourage 
the rivalry of two competing schools 
systems at the public expense. 
The religious schools in some dis- 
tricts would tend to drive out the 
public schools. Ultimately some 
school children .would be forced to 
yet their education in a parochial 
school, whether or not they wanted 
to, beeause there was fo other. 
‘This izgue comes up in Ohio. Two 
veara ago the Roman Catholic 
parochial schouls asked 4 share of 
the state funds raised for public 
school assistance. - Apparently the 
slight. margin by which they lost 
encouraged them fo renew their 
drive this year. Recently the Na- 
tional Catholic Education Associa- 
tion went on record for stute aid 
to religious schools in the follow- 
ing resolution: “We protest 
against the un-American assump- 
lien that only that kind of educn- 
tion should have public support 
which, is rooted and founded in 
accularism.” The project in Ohio 
calls on the State to pay the parn- 
chial school about £3 annually for 
each grade school pupil and £5 for 
each high school pupil. The sum 
would run into millions. If the 
State of Ohio should vote money 
out of its general. state education 
fund for parochial achools, it: may 
shortly be urged that cities should 
do the .same. State- ald for 
sectarian education’ can be used as 
a precedent for Iocul aid. Pres- 
sure muy be directed ngainst the 
politiclans who in a great many 
communities control the . public 
school boards.

CLIPPER FLIGHT 


SIKORSKY ARRIVES 
AT MIDWAY 


Honolulu, June 16, 

The giant Sikorsky . Oriental 
Clipper, owned by Pan-American 
Alrways, has succeasfully — nc- 
complished {ta firat filght to Mid- 
way Island, 1,000 miles west of 
Honolulu, thus completing the 
survey of another step along the 
proposed route from California to 
Hongkong. | - 

The-feat has been hailed with 
a torrent of confident predictions, 

Within » very brief time, de- 
elares Mr, Sikorsky, the designer, 
neroplanes twice the slzb of the 
huge Oriental. Clipper will be 
winging their way -across” the 
Pacific and Atlantle oceans: on 
regular schedules, carrying from 
76 to 100 passengers. 

To-day’s flight was mado over 
the glassamooth water of the 
Pacific in seventeen minutes under 
twelve hours. - i ‘ 

The silver machine, her hull 
glistening in the rising sun, took off 
beautifully from Honolulu at 5.57 
am. and, circling once, dlsappenr- 
ing rapidly in w race with the aun 
to the weat. 

Half hourly radio reports in- 
diented that her four 800-horse- 
power enjines were functioning 
smoothly, and at 5.40 p.m. the last 
message from the radio operator 
anid that the machine was landing 
in the, still waters of the lagoon 
at Midway Island.

Many players are ‘possessed with 
the Idea that they must not allow 
their opponents to play o contract 
at one. s 


For example, In te-day's hand 
South openg the bidding with one 
heart and the next two players 
pass. IT know that. there are 
numerous players Who would keep 
the bidding open with Mast’s hand, 
but why should they? 


When you first pick up East's 
cards, the suit: you hope to: hear 
your partner bid is hearts, and now 
the opponents have bid it. You 
know that they cannot be in their 
best contract,. so why Interfere 
with the bid? Let them play it at 
one: heart.

Do you know that smart players 
often pass a partner's bid just be- 
cause they know that the next hand 
will keep the bidding open, and be- 
fare the bidding closes the player 
who ‘kept the bidding open will 
usually find himself trapped. 


, fowever, the point want to 
dane out in to-day’s hand is, even 
though you’ find yourself in what 
you think is a bad contract, do not 
‘become - discouraged. Play the 
hand for all the tricks that are in 
it. ; 

Naturally, any South player who 
opens the bidding with a heart and 
buys the contract for that, will 
wish that , he were playing the

This advertisement, published 
in a Madrid morning newspaper, 
is the climax to an’18 year 
struggle to. persunde the Spanish 
government to purchase the pic- 
ture for tho atate, and exhibit it 
in some public art gallery. The 
struyglo has ended in failure. 


Thirty years ago, the painting, 
which represents the head and 
shoulders’ of two beggars, came 
into the possessién of a modest 
painter Jose diaz Pavon, exactly 
how is not known. i 


After his death, the dirty-look- 
ing painting Jay hidden away in 
an attic. But the painter's 
daughter, Luisa, grew’ uy filled 
love of art, 
inherited from’ her father, and 
one day, whilst cleaning the attic, 
she came agross the picture, 
covered ‘with dust, complctely 
forgotten. 


A awift cleaning revealed with 
life-like vividness the old, bearded 
tramp leering out of the canvas, 
with a viclous dissipated. young 
man at his aide. The colouring, 
the subject and tho treatment ap- 
pearad to be Velazquez, but the 
painter's daughter was not sure.

But there is even more, If this 
atmosphere is examined, one can- 
not do less than attribute it to 
Velazquez. The figures reveal 
in a clear and definite manner the 
sure hand of this master.”

‘Kunschak, veteran labour leader 
of the so-called Christian Workers’ 
Unions 


All have recognised the alleged 
necessity for reorganising the 
governmental system of Austria 
on a staende-state basis, 


‘ ‘Von Starhemborg has nover xm 
cognised, however, the advantages 
which are inherent in_some demo- 
cratic institutions, Roeither and 
Kunschak, on the other hnnd, in- 
sist that in the coming authorita- 
+ tlyo staende-state the emphasis 
shall be on staende and not on 
authoritative. Their aim is rough- 
ly summarized in the words 
“authoritative democracy.” 


Mid-way, more or loss, between 
the two, stands Schuschnigg as 
activo participant and at the same 
time as both mediator and umpire. 
Boling a thinker rather than a man 
of action, Schuschnigg is well- 
fitted for his role.

Von Starhemberg was formerly

WIRELESS 


Jt is indicative of the steady 


and remarkable progress made in 


the realm of wireless broadcéast- 
ing that scarcely an occasion of 
British national importance oc- 
curs nowadays that is not flashed 
to the uttermost parts of the 
Empire.” Although complete 
perfection has not yet been at- 
tained, it ig really little short of 
amazing that we here in Hong- 
kong are able, on the majority. 
of these occasions, to obtain a 
direct. contact with the Mother- 
land and thus enjoy. an experi- 
ence which would have been 
deemed an impossibility by the 
founders of this outpost of 
Empire.

that the peoples of the. world 
bear no animosity to one an- 
other; that, in fact, their hearts 
beat in sympathy to. a more 
noteworthy extent to-day than 
ever before, The progress in

DANGER TO PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Tho continuance of separation of 


church and state is now threatened: 


in the United States in one of its 
most ‘Important fields. Use of 
public school money to promoto 
sectarinn education is demanded. 
Once granted; It would encourage 
the rivalry of two competing schools 
gyatems at the public expense, 
The religious schools in some dis- 
tricts would tend to drive out the 
public schoola, Ultimately some 
school children would be forced to 
get thelr education in a parochiat 
school, whether or not they wanted 
to, because there was no other. 
This issue comes up in Ohio. Two 
vears ago the Roman Catholi¢ 
parochial schools asked a share of 
the state funds raised .for public 
achool assistance. Apparently the 
slight, margin hy which they lost 
encouraged them, to renesy their 
drive this year, Recently the Na- 
tional Catholic Education Associ. 
tion went on record for state nid 
to religious schools in the follow- 
ing resolution: _ “We — protest 
against the un-American assump- 


tion that only that kind of educa-, 
support |. 


tion should have public 
which is rooted and ‘founded — in 
secularism.” The project’ in Ohio 
calls on the State to pay the para- 
ehiat’ dchool-about-£3 annually -for 
each grade school pupil and £6 for 
each high school pupil. The sum 
would run Into millions. 
State of Ohio should vote money 
out of its general state education 
fund for parochial schools, it may 
shortly be urged that cities should 
dio the same, State ald © for 
sectarian education can be used os 
a precedent for local aid. Pres- 
sure may be dirceted against the 
politicians who in a great many 
communitica control the public 
school bonrds. Many. conimunitics 
would not be able to finance out of 
tuxation the partial support of the 
parochial achoola, plus the expense 
af the public schools, In a'atrong- 
ly sectarian community favouring 
the parochial school, the public 
school would be extinguished. Then 
the choice which other parents in 
that locality would have would be 
to send their-children to a religious 


rchool supported by taxation, or to). 


pay for private instruction, or else 
move away to some spot where they 
could find a public school.

& Co., of No. 8 Tin Lok Lane, both 
of whom were nileged to be part- 
ners of the actual debtors, Sang 
Lee, of Thompson Road, now in 
liquidation. : 

In his judgment,, L 
gave bia decision in favour of the 
firm of No, 8 Tin: Lok Lane, .but 
decided against that of No, 2, Tin 
Lok Lane, the appellants, 

Mr. MeNeill was instructed by 
Mr. D.-L. Strellett, of Messrs, Geo. 
K. Hall Brutton & Co., while the 
respondents, Lae Yan-wo, the 
plaintiffs in the previous # bon, 
were represented by Mr. Lao 
d@’Almada ¢ Castro, jnr., instructed 
by Mr. J. T. Prior, of Messrs.

Referring to the question of 
costs, counsel said the Puisne Judge 
had ordered his clients to pay. the 
costs of the claim made by plain- 
tiffs, but he felt that as his clients 
had succeeded in the first two 
points, it should be limited to the 
point at, ingue—-that they had 
suffered themselves by holding 
out. 

The Chiet Justice: We, are 
satisfied that in this case leave of 
appeal ought to be granted, but I 
should personally welcome your 
assistance in coming to a conclu- 
sion ag to what form of appeal you 
would take. .
